Scranton Says No Tax Increase In 1964 


HARRISBURG (AP) — Gov. 
Scranton Thursday ruled out the 
possibility of 
any new taxes 
next year to finance state oper­ 
ations. 
"I still say it looks very favor­ 
able from the standpoint of no 
new taxes,” Scranton told his 
weekly news conference. He had 
indicated at a news conference 
last week that there probably 
would be no need to raise new 
revenue to balance the state's 
budget for the fiscal year begin­ 
ning next July I. 
His newest statem ent on the 
m atter, he said. followed addi­ 
tional study of budget proposals 
for the next fiscal period. 
At the same time the Gover­ 
nor expanded his tax statem ent 
to rule out the possibility of new 
gasoline tax or motor license 
fee boosts to finance tile state's 
road program. The general fund 
budget and the highways budget 
are separate under stale law 


“I feel very strongly that we 
have a pepped-up highway con­ 
st ruction program in so far as 
we can afford it,” the governor 
told newsmen, adding: 
“We will not make requests 
for additional sums of m oney 
for new* revenues in this field 
in this coming budget.” 
The governor also ruled out 
the possibility of any across-the- 
board pay raises for state em ­ 
ployes. The state AFL-CIO coun­ 
cil representing a num ber of 
slate workers recommended a 
IO lier cent pay boost that would 
cost between $10 million and $12 
million. 
“I think it would be very 
helpful if we could give pay 
raises whenever we could,” said 
Scranton. "Rut under the prc^ 
ent budgetary’ situation I see no 
possibility of such.” 
Scranton declined to discuss 
politics because of the 30-day 


m oratorium on such discussion 
declared in honor of the late 
President John F. Kennedy.

Military Economy 


“Economy in the federal budget is 
tine as long as it doesn’t hurt us.” That 
is the reaction of political and commun­ 
ity leaders and defense employes in the 
I I states affected by the closing or re­ 
duction of military bases announced yes­ 
terday. 
And it is the sam e old cry that goes 
up whenever the federal government 
talks about the hard facts of economy. 
Everyone is for ending waste in govern­ 
m ent, but not if it affects their business, 
the economy of their area or their pay­ 
check. 
Secretary of D efense Robert McNam­ 
ara said yesterday that $106 million 
would be saved by cutting back 2(1 mili­ 
tary bases in this country and seven 
abroad. 
He said it would knock out 
8,500 civilian jobs and 7,800 military 
positions in the next three years. 
It is genuine bad news for many com­ 
munities which have flourished or have 
been brought to life rn the first place by 
a military installation. 
The cutback is bad news for those 
who will loose their jobs or be forced to 
move from their present location if they 
want to keep them. 
The effects of this economy move 
are very real and difficult. They are be­ 
ing felt in Monroe County at the Toby- 
hanna Army Depot, where 705 new posi­ 
tions 
will 
he 
transferred here from 
Schenectady, X. V., while (>"> will be lost 
to Philadelphia, loo to Ogden, I tall, and 
103 will he eliminated. 
The net effect of the changes at Toby- 


hanna are, fortunately, 
positive. 
The 
changes are expected to increase the 
total J ais it ions at Tobyhanna from the 
present 2,308 to 2,805, for a net increase 
of 437 jobs. 
We are one of the few areas to bene­ 
fit by this nation-wide economy move. 
But if jobs and payroll and economic 
benefits of the Tobyhanna Army Dejx>t 
had suffered, we would still have to say 
that if the effort to cut back the total 
cost of the military budget is sincere, 
and not just a politically-inspired shuffle 
of favors, then the job reduction is jus­ 
tified. 
We should look at the total effect 
and the national good, not just the local 
repercussions. If this military cutback 
can actually save $10(» million, then 
it is well justified. 
The best comment on this and similar 
military economics came yesterday from 
I'. S. Rep. Ed wal’d F. Hebert, Democrat 
of Louisiana, who is chairman of the 
House Armed 
Services Subcommittee 
which has criticized military waste for 
years. 
“ I've been preaching economy for all 
these years, and I’m not going to start 
screaming now just because they shut 
down something in my backyard,” He­ 
bert said alxnit tile closing of a military 
installation in his state. 
If the nation is interested in cutting 
back the federal budget by cutting out 
unnecessary expenses, then we have got 
to support Defense Department efforts 
to save money, even when it hits home.

in 1938, our hospitals were in poor economic shape. Although the 
country had recovered somewhat from the depths of the Depression, 
times were still tough. Many life savings had been wiped out; jobs were 
not too plentiful; and wages were low. 


This didn’t prevent people from being sick and injured, however, and 
hospitals still had to provide care. *1 he big problem though waa getting 
the money to pay for this care. Aside from the very wealthy, whose num­ 
bers had diminished considerably in the 30’s, most people with incomes 
had just enough money to pay for food, clothing and shelter. 


It wasn’t that people didn t naut to pay hospitals what was due them, 
they just didn't have the money. Charity cases were increasing daily and 
hospitals were being burdened with one bad debt after another. 


T he result was the birth of Blue Cross here in Northeastern Pennsylvania 
in December 1938. The idea wasn’t of local origin. It had first proved 
successful in lexas in 1929 when a group of teachers, realizing they 
couldn't afford to pay for hospital care individually, decided to contribute 
a certain amount of money each m onth into a common fund to pay for 
hospital care any of them might require. 


The local project was also an immediate success. It was so logical and 
so necessary that it was well received by everyone — the general public 
anxious to have a respectable means of paying for hospital care and 
hospital officials who embraced this new source of income as a means of 
achieving financial stability. 


Y es, twenty five years ago necessity gave birth to Blue Cross here in 
Northeastern Pennsylvania. D uring its brief life span it has more than 
satisfied the two fold need for its creation: 


( I ) lo give everyone in the community regardless of age, occu­ 
pation, etc. the means of paying for hospital care; 


(~) To pay hospitals the cost of providing this care thereby 
giving them a regular source of income and curtailing their 
bad debts. 


I o<lay, more than ever before, necessity requires that Blue Cross conima* 
to fulfill these needs.
